buef minuet! line; water in sufficient 
quantity was added, and the dough was 
left to i'enuom. 
In l\vo or three hours 


the meat had disappeared. The bread 
was then baked as usual. This meat 
bread had a disagreeable, sour taste. 
To remove- it M. Scheurer Kestner first 
boiled the meat in just the quantity of 
water necessary to wot the Hour, and 
used this water in kneading. Tho meat 
should bo rid t;f all fat, and only salt 
enough to .-oa.son the bread added; for 
if loo much .salt be added the bread will 
become humid (salt being a groat ab- 
sorber of water) and spoil. Tiie objec- 
tion to this bread is that it is insipid. 
If bacon be used instead of beef the ob- 
jection is removed. 
Veal, too, makes 


a delicious meat bread. 
All these 


breads may be used to make soup. Cut 
in slices one-sixth of a pound of this 
bread, put the slices in a quart of wa- 
ter, salt to taste and boil for twenty 
minutus.—Paris Cor. N, O. Picayune.

of butler has been put into them.

ter is not an extravagant article of diet, 
and is a fat which is usually well borne 
by the most delicate stomach, and as- 
similated readily by the feeblest di- 
gestive organs, provided always that it 
is not swallowed in- masses, but is taken 
in a finely divided form. Many chil- 
dren who can not take butter well iu 
the form of thick slices of broad with a 
comparative thick layer of butter, can 
take it famously when the slice of bread 
is thin and thn butter well rubbed in— 
company bread and butter, in fact. ' In 
the latter form the butter is h'nelv sub- 
divided, and in mastication is thorough- 
ly mixed with the bread, LO that it 
roaches the stomach in an acceptable 
form; while in the other form the 
stomach resents its presence. 
When 


added in generous quantity to a pud- 
ding consisting of milk and some form 
of farina, butter can bo given to delicate 
children in practically sutlicieut quanti-'1 
lies.

Evoiy psistnr'o should contain somo 


shelter, which is ns grateful to beasts as 
to men. If thevo arc uo native trees no 
time should be lost in planting trees 
that will afford shade. Linden and cot- 
tonwood grow very rapidly in prairie 
soil and soon furnish a d^nse shade. 
Many other hardy trees do well on dif- 
ferent soils. Trees planted in clusters 
do much to beautify a pasture, besides 
furnishing stock places of shelter from 
the blazing sun. Wind-breaks are no 
less useful than ornamental. They pro- 
tect grass as well as stock. A wind- 
break of European larch trees will or- 
nament a farm as nothing else can, 
while it will protect the grass for a long 
distance and furnish a delightful shade. 
A few open sheds formed of cheap ma- 
terial are very valuable for affording 
protection in time of storm. The sup- 
ports may be posts in the ground while 
the roof may be covered with thatch. 


The pasture, like all other portions 


of the farm, requires constant care. As 
grasses disappear from any cause seed 
should be sown that the full amount of 
feed may be supplied. 
The hand- 


scythe . or mowing-machine should be 
used to cut weeds' and tall grass that 
run up to seed. The droppings of cat- 
tle should be broken up and scattered 
over the ground. Most pastures re- 
quire a top-dressing of manure every 
third or fourth year. Well-rotted and 
finely-pulverized stable manure, ashes, 
land-plaster and salt are all excellent 
for this purpose. Stable manure should 
be applied late in the fall, so that it will 
be distributed by the late rains. It will 
not only afford food for the grass and 
clover during the summer, but will be 
of great advantage as a mulch. — Cki- 


HOME, FAIttL ANi) GARDEN. 


LAND suitable to produce a crop oi 
grass is the li*t csscnlial. It is not 
necessary that it be smooth, or free 
from stones ami ravines, or that the soil 
be of uniform, character and richness. 
Broken aud uneven land often makes 
very excellent pasture. All the html in 
a pasture need not be " high and dry." 
For affording food durins protracted 
drouths some low land is desirable. If 
the low land can be separated from the 
high by a division fence, stock may be 
kept from thc former at times when the 
sod would receive injury from the feet 
of cattle. If a portion of a pasture is 
high and a portion low a good supply 
of feed may be secured from the time 
the frost leaves the soil in the spring 
till it enters it in the fall. Pastures of 
nearly uniform surface, generally fail to 
afford a supply of grass during' the en- 
tire grazing season. 


A variety of grasses and other fodder 


plants is essential to - a good pasture. 
The greater the variety the larger will 
be the amount of food produced, while 
the supply will be. more nearly uniform 
during the season it is wanted. Some 
grasses are in their best estate very 
early in the spring, some in the middle 
of summer, aud others quite latp in the 
fall. The varieties that spring up iirst 
are generally the first to fail. Timothy 
is a good pasture grass in June, but is 
of little value in July and August. 
Many of the grasses afford a very laj'»'c 
amount of food during a few weeks, but 
at the end of that time afford very little. 
Orchard and blue grass will supply feed 
longer than most varieties, but they 
will not produce an abundance at any 
one time. In seeding a pasture thc ob- 
ject should be to insure a large amount 
of feed at all seasons. 


It is much easier to keep a supply ot 


grass and clover in a pasture that lias 
an uneven surface than in one where 
the land is nearly uniform as respects 
elevation and moisture, lied top pro- 
duces feed abundant in quantity and 
excellent in quality inland that is toler- 
ably moist, but the contrary is the case 
when it grows on high,' dry soils. 
White clover does its best on dry knolls 
and hill sides, but does not nourish on 
lands that are moist. Red clover thrives 
on loamy soils that are neither 'very 
moist. nor very dry. Alsikc or Swedish 
clover will grow on land that is quite 
moist during a largo part of the year. 
lled'clover and timothy do poorly'in a 
partial shade, but while clover and 
orchard grass flourish finely in groves 
that have been cleared of under-brush, 
foul meadow and blue-joint delight in 
"swampy places where many grasses will 
not grow at all. 


A constant supply of pure and .tolera- 


bly cool water is essential to a good 
pasture. 
The value of a good spring 


or a spring brook is hardly to be esti- 
mated in gold. Its price is above all 
wells, pumps and windmills. By means 
of a spring a trough or reservoir may 
be kept full at all times without trouble 
or expense. A large pasture should be 
supplied with several troughs or pools 
where stock can driuk. During very 
hot weather animals will suffer with 
thirst rather- than go "long distances to 
obtain water to drink. If .there is but 
one place in a pasture where water can 
be obtained animals will quarrel to see 
which shall have the first chance, and 
the younger and more feeble will bo 
likely to receive injuries. 
A liberal 


supply of pure water is essential to the 
production of a large yield of good 
milk, and it is equally important fortha 
formation of fat aud muscle. 


SALTS of lemon will remove stains 


from the ivory handles of knives. 


A SJiALLpiecc of paper or linen moist- 


ened with turpentine is a preventive 
against moths. 


KEROSENE will soften boots or shoes 


which have bean hardened by water and 
render them as pliable as new. 


A TEAsrooxFUL of pulverized alum, 


mixed with stove polish, will give your 
stove a fine luster, which will'be quite 
permanent. 


USE white oil cloth, botind with red, 


for wall protectors back of the kitchen 
table, and under the hooks where pans, 
etc., are hung. 


HAM BALLS.—Chop line cold cooked 


ham; add an egg for each person and a 
little- Hour: beat together and make into 
balls; fry brown in hot butter. 


COOKS make the mistake of boiling 


things too much. After reaching the 
boiling point meats should simmer. 
The toughest meats can be made tender 
by so doing. 


_ To DESTKOY ANTS.—Take of corro- 
sive sublimate, one ounce; muriate of 
ammonia, two ounces; water, one pint; 
dip a brush in this solution, and draw a 
line around the shelf or place to be pro- 
tected. 


SALLIE'S BISCUITS.—Three good-sized 


potatoes boiled and mashed line, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-half pint boiling 
water. When cool add one cup yeast, 
let it rise till light, then add one quart 
water and Hour to knead; knead'half 
an hour aud set it to rise light again be- 
fore baking. 


TEA ROLLS.—One quart of Hour, one 


tcaspoonf ul of sale rains, t wo teaspoonf ills 
of cream tartar: moisten with milk or 
water as you would biscuits; roll to one- 
half inch in thickness; spread with but- 
ter; sprinkle sugar and roll it up as you 
would jelly cake; cut the slices one 
'inch thick and bake, 


To WATEKPKOOFCLOTH.—In abuckct 


of soft water put one-half pound sugar 
of lead, and one-half pound powdered 
alum; stir this at intervals until it be- 
comes clear, then pour it off into 
another bucket; put the cloth therein, 
and let it remain twenty-four hours, 
putting a wcighi on it to keep it under 
water, then hang it up to dry, without 
wringing. 


SOUTHERN Mom-: OK COOKING RICK. 


—Pick over the rice and wash it in cold 
water: to one pint rice put three quarts 
boiling water and half teaspoon salt; boil 
it just seventeen minutes from the time 
it begins to boil; turn off all llie water; 
set it over a moderate tire with the 
cover off, to steam fifteen minutes. 
Take care anil be accurate. The rice 
water first poured off ia good to stiffen 
muslins. 


FKUIT CAKK.—One pound butter, ona 


pound brown sugar, two pounds raisins, 
two pounds currants, ten eggs; beat 
yelks and whites separately; one pound 
flour, one tablespoonful each of cinna- 
mon, cloves, mace and nutmeg, one 
large tablespoonful sirup, one heaping 
teaspoonful baking powder, one-half 
pound 
citron, one coffee-cup milk; 


dredge fruit well with Hour and bake in 
a moderate oven about three hour's. 


BEATING PILLOWS.—Not every one 


can afford to have all the chambers 
supplied with goose feather pillows, 
while all desire the hens' feathers to so 
closely resemble the former, that none 
can tell the difference. 
A good beating 
with thc hands each morning when the 
beds are made, will do a great deal to- 
ward making them lively, aud when 
they become somewhat worn and heavy, 
the cost of steam renovating will not bo 
regretted. Still, the beating must not 
bo neglected. 


CHIMPS IN 
DAM r WEATHER.—To 


crimp the hair lake a little gum-arabic, 
and put it into just enough boiling; wa- 
ter to dissolve it. When dissolved add 
enough alcohol to make it somewhat 
thin. . Let this stand all night, and 
then bottle it to prevent the" alcohol 
from evaporating. When wishing to 
" do" the hair for the night damp it 
with this mixture, and the result will 
be, next day, stillly crimped or curled 
hair, which will not "come out" on 
damp or hot days, as is nsual with hair 
crimped or curled in the ordinary man- 
ner.

TO TOBACCO dCMU't--.l<<>!. 


Haying had seventeen years exper- 


ience in raising tobacco and recently 
spent some time in Connecticut among 
growers and dealers, it has occurod to me 
that it might not be amiss to drop some 
hints to growers here. As there is con- 
siderable shed-burnt and rusty tobacco 
in this years crop, I would impress upon 
growers the importance of keeping it 
separate. A large portion of our Spanish 
seed is re-sweat after it goes east, the 
process giving it a better color and mak- 
ing it much more valuable. As the pro- 
cess of resweating makes the shed-burnt 
so tender that it is valueless for wrappor-5 
the importance of keeping it seperate is 
easny seen. Shed-burnt tobacco can bo 
easily detected when stripping by its 
pulling off the stalk easily, ami when tho 
leaf is opened out, it will be tender near 
the stem. I have sent samples of this 
years crop east, and have received a 
"avorablo report with the exception of 
the shed-burnt and rust. 
The fillers 


need not bo kept separate from that tak- 
en from the sound stalks, but be. sure and 
keep the wrappers in u separate pile.
